With respect to claim 21, it is noted that the vibration 
transmitter 12 in Fig. 1 has an inner peripheral surface which 
serves as a stopper as recited in claim 21. Thus, it is 
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respectfully submitted that claitu 21 is also readable on Species 
I. 

The Examiner considers that claims 1-7, 9-20, 23, 24 and 27 
are generic. 

If a generic claim is ultimately found to be allowable, it 
is requested that the Examiner consider claims directed to non- 
elected species so long a$ such claims depend from or otherwise 
include the subject of an allowable generic claim.
